OincAOO, Dec. 4.— The Ilecord's 
Washiugtou special from W. E. Curtiw 
nays: The latest informatioa from 
Cuba represents the distrese as terrible. 
The state department, the Spanish le- 
gation and the marine hospital serrioe 
hare official reports from their respec- 
tive soorces, all of the same tenor. A 
niovemeut is on foot for an appeal to 
tlie charitable pco])lo of the United 
.States. It Vfih have the fall sanction 
and enoooxagement of the administra- 
tion, and will be eueooraged bjr the 
Spanish minister, who has asked his 
government to suspend the ooUection of 
duties on contributions from this oonn- 
try, nnd admit them free. 

(ieneral Bl.incowill welcome material 
help from the United States in reliev- 
ing the distress which ho finds to be be- 
yond his expectation when he bef^nu to 
ando the work of Weyler. The statu 
department will co-oporate in every 
■ M'ay possible to make effective whatever 
may be tmdertaken by the citizens of 
this country. Plans for makiiiK use oi 
the coustilar service in Cuba to distrib- 
ute the relief, in conjunction with local 
anthorities, aro now under considera- 
tion. A letter from <ine o£' these consu- 
lar oiiicen makes it clear how, with the 
revocation of VVevler's infamous con- 
centration order, there can be sach dis- 
tress now. This official of the United 
States writes : 

"The situation on this island has 
reached a point wheie it is impossible 
to see what can be done to help the un- 
happy people and to save the majority 
of them from speedy death. It looks as 
if the greater port of the present gener- 
ation was doomed to find its way quick- 
ly to the other world, no matter what 
may be done now. Perhaps no people 
can endure more hardship tlum the 
rural population of Onba. They have 
leamea by lifelong flsperienoe to endure 
privations. Ther have learned to be 
t content with little. When Weyler's 
r bandos drove them into the towns, 
what did they And to subsist npon? 
Nothing at all. They kept life in tnem 
by what they could get through charity 
and by occasional ezpeditionik at the 
risk of being murdered by guerrillas. 

"The weak, the women and the chil- 
dren fai^ flnt and most of the deaths 
were among them. Now, however, the 
whole body of reoonceutrados is in a 
broken down condition. Those who 
were strong when concentration began 
are not able to work. A state of utter 
helplessness prevails. Those who sur- 
vive the 160.000 who have actually per- 
ished seem to be doomed. If they are 
sent back to their farms they will die 
by tens of thousands. The Spanish 
troops and the insurgents have altor- 
uately ravaged the field, ccnfl.-cutiug 
and destroying. If they are sent out 
from the towns these roconct ntiadofl 
will find nothing to eat. Tlioy will 
have no shoiter because the houseiwere 
almost universally destroyed. 

'•Tliey have no tools witli wliich to 
build the shanty, whicli would be the 
first stej) toward reiiabilitation. I'acii 
the mat'lu'tes, which every (Jabaii for- 
merly carried for all manner of pur- 
poses on tlie faini, were taken away 
Iroiii them by Weylor's order. It the.so 
parificori were the men that Weyler 
found them when he depopulated the 
provinces they might manage to subsist 
and in time to reconstruct their homes. 
But tliey are not. They are wastsd and 
broken by the terrible years of starva- 
iition. Strength has departed. Spirit 
^ia broken. Aneiii;a is claiiiiuicr tlion- 
sands. (mly that focxl and care whieli 
these people are not likely to ^'et could 
restore them to health. Weyler's oc- 
cnrsed work continues after ma dMNurt- 
ure." 

SPANISH ACKNOWLEDGE DISTRESS. 

Fartjr Thoasand CoiiceDtr«do« St»rvliiB In 
tb« rrovlne* of Plmr del Bio. 

Havana. Dec. 4.— Senor Oanaljas the 
special commissioner of ' the Spanish 
has returned here from his visit to the 

province of Pinar del Rio. He says 
there aro in the provioe 40,000 "con- 
centrados." Peasants gathered in from 
the country in the towns for protection 
from the insurgents, or to prevent them 
from joining the enemy, and that they 
are all in want. Of this number 16.000 
.are orphans and the maijority are chil- 
dren of tender years. 

The commissioner adds that the oon- 
oeutrados are badly distributed. At 
Pinar del Rio, the capital, for instance, 
there are only 800 of thene unfortunate 
people, while at towns liko Consolacion 
and Candelaria there aro over 4,000 of 
Bufl'orers. The municipal authorities of 
sViCh places, the commissioner says, are 
without resources and therefore nnablo 
to do anything to relieve the destitu- 
tion. 

It was officially announced here that 
the Spanish cavalry, in uursning the 
insurgents under (ieneral Ducal, who is 

fid to have been badly defeated re- 
Otly in Pinar del Kio by the Spanish 
roes under Uvueral Bernal, has sur- 
prised an iuBorgent force, lulling 19 uf 
the enemy and capturing flra mounted 
men.

Condition of BnalneM. 

New York, Deo. 4.— R. G. Dun & 
.Company's weekly rf view of trade says : 
The monthly report of failureu shows 
defaulted liabilities of 911,610,195 in 
November, against |l 8, 700,860 last year. 
Because of thr«e large fUluret for|B.- 
360,000 not due to presant conditions, 
the aggregate in November was only 
$1,100,000 less than last year, and ex- 
cept for these would have been smaller 
than in August, September or < ictober. 
The decrease in nearly all branches of 
business shows that payments have 
been remarkably good and defaults 
unusually small. Other evidences of the 
state of business are convincing, except 
in specalative lines. Wages have been 
voluntarily advanced for nearly 80,000 
workers in woolens and iron. Stocks 
are somewhat strougcr, having ad- 
vanced 91.47 for railways and $1.67 for 
trusts. The true value of American 
railway stocks is steadily rising with 
earnings, which for I^ovember thus far 
are iiiO.U per cent larger than last year 
and ;<. 7 per cent in the same weeks of 
l&ii,'. 

It is the season for waiting in most 
industries, but at least one other fur- 
nace has gone into blast, and the low- 
est price of Bessemer at Pittsbutv, after 
purchases of »0,000 tons, is flO.lSper 
ton, with I9.2S fbr my forge. Eastern 
holders are soma timee impatient and 
yet sure dhat January will bring a large 
demand, and meanwhile the award of 
ship plate contracts to eastern firms 

fives them important help, though the 
emand for bars is slow at the east and 
at Pittsburg, but is really iitrong at 
Chicago for agricultural and railway 
supplies. Structural orders are season- 
ably in abeyance, but contracts for pipe 
for London elicit aha^ bidding at Pitts* 
burg. 

The voluntary advance of 90 per cent 
in wages of worsted workers at Provi- 
dence, restoring the rates of 1898. -is 
evidence of the prosperity of that man- 
ufacture. After much hesitation in 
other brunches, which may bo justified, 
this important department of the wool- 
en industry puts itself at the front, vir- 
tually declaring its abiUty to face any 
foreign competition. The purchases of 
Australian wool at Boston have again 
been large, 9,/l86,000 pounds out of 
6,170.700 poundt of all wool at the three 
chief markets, against 8,881,800 pounds 
for the same week last year. But other 
markets ore extremely quiet, and Bos- 
ton doing the selling at prices not 
named. No gain appears in the cotton 
manufacture and the low price of cotton 
still hindiT.s the buying of goods. Lower 
prices tlian have ever been known are 
juoted for print cloths, and also for 
some grades of prints, and the average 
of cotton pfoods is ivniarkably low. 

The wlieat market has deceived i>very- 
body, dropping in the face of an enor- 
mous foreign demand just when some 
advance mifcht reasonably have been 
anticipated. The western receipts, 
C.HSL', i;.5 bushels against -J. 904, 631 last 
yi'ar fer t!ie week, and for five weeks 
;!;!,!«)0,r):,'5 bushels against ::0,S71,4.5« last 
year foi t^\<^ same weeks, are just now 
niort; iiuiire.isivt! in the market than the 
Atlantic exports, which have been 
4,1^7,871' bushels, flour included, for tho 
week against 2,079,4.57 last year, and 
for live weeks I7,<il7,47i bushels against 
Q.Hir.l.MJ for tho same weeks last year. 
But in the long run, the outward move- 
ment will attect prices, although the 
surprisingly large increase at the west 

indicates a considerably greater yield 

than has been anticipated.

President McKinley will bo in Wash- 
ington for the opening of congress Mon- 
day, whatever may be the iuue of his 
mother's illness. Although there has 
never been, in the history of the ;rov- 
ernment a easo exactly similar, it is 
generally nnderhtood by those best in- 
formed on such matters that it is nec- 
essary for the president to be ot the 
capital iu person for the opening of a 
session of congress to receive the joint 
committee from the two houses and 
that until this committee has waited on 
tha president and received his commn- 
nioatlon the regular business of con- 
gress can not pn ceed. 

"Mother" McKinley is unconscious 
and the attending physician can give 
the family no hope that she will ever 
return to couscionsness. The president 
can do absolutely nothing for her by re- 
maining hero. In view of these facts, 
the president feels it is his duty to re- 
turn to Washington so as not to delay 
the proper opening of congress at the 
regular time. He has arranged to leave 
Canton at 2 :0d this afternoon in the 
special car provided for him attached to 
the regular Pennsylvania train which 
reaches Washington Sunday morning.

RiPLET, W. Va., Dec. 4.— John P. 

Morgan, the triple murderer of ,Tack.«nn 
count, wild v, as sentenced to be hanged 
Dec. ]<",, escaped jail between the hours 
of 5 p. m. and VZ midnight, Deo. 2. He 
was in care of Charley Jewell and 
Jailer Riley. Morgan pUoedaduinmj 
in his bed and it is supposed he climbed 
on top of the cago. Before ho did so ho 
told the guards he was going to bed and 
not to wake him uj) for suj)i)er. About 
12 midnight, the guards left his cell, 
after locking the cago door, supposing 
him iu tho cage. They left the cell 
door unlocked and while they were 
gone, it is supposed, it w^as then ho 
made his escape. He had on the suit of 
clothes ho was to be hanged in and $i5 
in cash given him yesterday afternoon 
by (>. .1. Morrison for his confession. 

SlientT Shinn lives 10 miles south of 
the town, but was sent for at once 
and is using every effort possible to 
catch the fiend. Armed men are search- 
ing in every direction, but so far noth- 
ing has been learned of the wanted 
man. A reward of fSOO has been offered 
for his recapture. 

Morgan's crime was ono of the most 
fiendish in the historv of the state. Be- 
fore daylight on Nov. H, 18!i7, near 
Grass Lick, ,Iackson county, W. Va., 
Morgan murdered Mrs. Green, 64; her 
daughter Matilda, 84, and her son 
James, 17. Another daughter, Alice, 
had a desperate struggle with tho fiend, 
but escaped with her Ufe. 

Morgan liaa for years lived with the 
family and became infatuated with 
Alice, but Mrs. Green prevented their 
marrioge. 

Morgan married another woman, but. 
it seems, allowed his bitterness against 
the Greens to grow until itreoohed 
dangerous viciousness. Morgan lived 
with his wife on the Green farm at the 
time of the murder, and slept the night 
of the murder in the Green home. The 
deed was done with a hatchet and sticks 
of stovowood.
